But Apparently Just as Deadly as 
If It Was the Greek 
Army. 

Insurgents and Turks Do Not Need 
a Formal War Declaration 
to Fight. 



Laihska, April 1(3.— Severe fighting 
bus occurred in Macedonia between the 
Greek irregulars and the Turkish forces. 
The column of irregulars sent to the 
right from Pitgavitza after having in- 
vested and captured Sitevon, continued 
its advance toward Kritudes Plisia and 
Kourduzi, with orders to hold Kourduzi 
at all costs, as it commands the 
right approach to Grevena, the objective 
point. This column, commanded by 
Chiefs Zermos and Lu/.i, attacked Kri- 
dues on Tuesday. The place was de- 
fended by' two companies of Tu ks. 
After a severe fight, during which 
eighty Turks were killed and 
twenty-five taken prisoners, the position 
was captured by the Greeks, who also 
obtained possession of 150 rifles and a 
quantity of cartridges. The insurgents, 
however, have suffered a severe 
Check in another direction. A 
strong force of Turkish troops 
from Mecovon.with a number of mount- 
ed guns, advanced on Xrania, which 
had previously been captured, by 
the Greeks, and attacked the four 
hundred irregulars of Greece, who 
occupied an entrenched position. It 
is reported fighting -was furious on 
both sides. The insurgents eventually 
were compelled to retreat north to the 
mountains. Some of them, however, 
succeeded in breaking through the 
Turkish lines and escaped to Baltino, 
the town just across the frontier, in 
Macedonia, first captured by the Greek 
irregulars and used by them as a depot 
for provisions and ammunition. The 
reports say 165 Turks were killed, while 
the irregulars only bad eight killed and 
seventeen wounded. The leader of the 
Greeks' operation in that direction. 
Chief Milonas, was among the wound- 
ed, and returned later into Greece 
with a number of the refugees. 
One of the latter sayB that a portion of 
the Turkish force was coninosed of irre- 
gulars whose dress resembles that of the 
Oreek insurgents. This, it appears, en- 
abled the Turkish forces to execute a 
flank movement unheeded by the lead- 
era of the Greeks. The refugees blame 
the Greek leaders for badly handling the 
men. All tho refugees boro traces of 
having experienced great fatigue 
and it is reported that the Eth- 
nike Hetaina, or National League, 
has ordered the lireek irregulars 
to retreat into (ireek territory, regarding 
further bloodshed as useless, unless the 
regular army of Greece supports them. 
The Crown Princess has arrived here to 
take part in the ambulance corps. Three 
hundred Hungarian horses, intended for 
cavalry mounts, were landed at Voloya, 
and are being forwarded to Trikahala. 

Turkish headquarters, Elassona, 
Thursday evening, April 15. — (Delayed 
in transmission.) — The representative of 
the Associated Press at the Turkish 
headquarters has just seen a prisoner 
who waB captured by tho Turks during 
the fight which ha.B taken place with the 
Greek irregularB. He declared he 
belonged to the band of ir- 
regulars which left Trikahala un- 
der the command of a captain and 
two lieutenants of the Greek regular 
army, accompanied by a medical officer, 
who was wounded. This expedition 
headed and organized by officers of the 
Greek regular array, and was openly 
ordered to invade Turkey, not to harm 
viHagers, and to fight the Turks only. 

Athens., April l(i. — A force of Greek 
insurgents is reported to have entered 
Epirus. The statement must he accept- 
ed with reserve. 

Salonica, April 16. — Chief Broufas, 
who was the soul of the Macedonia ris- 
ing last year, and upon whose head 
Turkey Bet a price of 2,000 francs, is now 
organizing an invasion of the Chalcidike 
peninsula with a view of diverting the 
Turkish army from Macedonia. He 
has assembled 2,200 members of 
tho Ethnike Hetairia from Chal- 
kis, Athene and Vola, and 
embarked them on a couple of Bteamers 
which were to leave the Gulf of Volo 
on Wednesday last for the coast of Chal- 
cidike, tharo to raise an insurgent army. 
Another fight is reported across the 
frontier. It ia said that the 'Turks lost 50 
killed and a small number of prisoners. 
Edham Pasha, the Turkish commander- 
in-chief, has sent home from the frontier 
the Albanian gendarmio corps enrolled 
at Monastire, which revolted. The muti- 
neers have been disarmed and impris- 
oned. Forty-fivo of the leaders have 
been sent here on the way to exile in 
Arabia. The Greek consul at Monastire 
had imprisoned several Greeks for refus- 
ing to join their regiments. 

Athens, April 10.— A dispatch from 
LariBsa, the headquarters of the Greece 
army in Thesealy, received at 11:30 
p.m., eayB that an engagement liaB taken 
place near Nozoros, on the frontier, in 
which artillery participated. The dis- 
patch gives no dctailB of the fighting. 



Britain Placing Soldiers and Sailors 
at Their Disposal to Thwart 
Cretan Liberty. 



London, April 10.— Mr. Gladstone has 
written a letter to the Macedonia leader, 
Captain Dampzes, in which he says: 
" Under the present deplorable scheme 
all the British government has the right 
to do, seemingly is to plead its opinions 
before a tribunal of two youthful despots, 
the Emperors of Germany and Russia, 
and to abide by their help to execute 
their final determination. 

" Our disgraceful office seems to be 
to place ships, guns, soldiers and sailors 
at their disposal for the purpose of keep- 
ing down the movement for the liberty 
ol Crete and of securing to these young 
despots, who have in no wise earned tho 
confidence of Europe, the power of "de- 
ciding questions which rightfully belong 
to the Cretans."

Duties Will Be Eaised on Tea, Sugar, 
Coffee, Tobacco and 
Beer. 



Morally Certain That Agricultural 
Implements Will Not Be 
Made Free. 



Still a Third Crime in the Series 
That Is Baffling the City and 
Provincial Police. 



Mrs. Pemberton Loses Another Valu- 
able Young: Thoroughbred as She 
Did Just One Week Ago. 



Whether madman or fiend, Victoria 
appears to be unfortunately possessed of 
a brutal butcher whose identification is 
as difficult as it is desirable. First it 
was a valuable heifer belonging to Mr. 
George Winter whose wanton killing 
and mutilation excited general indigna- 
tion; then, juBt a week ago, a pretty 
thoroughbred mare belonging to Mrs. 
Pemberton was found dead under cir- 
cumstances indicating the author of the 
dastardly deed to be the same person 
that was responsible for the loss of Mr. 
Winter's heifer. And now, during 
Thursday night, a second valuable ani- 
mal owned by Mrs. Pemberton— thiB 
time a two-year-old son of Sir Peter and 
a very promising animal— is sacrificed to 
the inexplicable lust for blood or strange 
vindictiveness that seems to possess the 
unknown butcher. 

Each of the three cases mentioned was 
unquestionably the work of the perpet- 
rator of the other two. Ab a matter of 
fact, the killing and mutilating of the 
colt found dead yesterday was precisely 
similar to the killing of the mare— it had 
been stabbed first, then tlisembowled, and 
for some mysterious reason known 011I3' 
to himself, the horse-killer had carried 
away with him a large piece of the flesh 
cut from the hind quarter of his four- 
footed victim. The third crime in the 
series was committed at the Pem- 
berton meadows, immediately adjoining 
the Oak Bay golf links, where Mr. J. D. 
Pemberton discovered the body on going 
out for an early game. He at once re- 
ported to the provincial police, and 
Officers McKenna and Atkins were em- 
ployed all the day on the case, though 
without very material results. 

Tho butcher had left no more evidence 
of bis identity than had been present to 
assist the city detectives on the two 
former occasions. The third killing, 
however, gives them a little more' light 
in one way- — it would indicate that Mrs. 
Pemberton's property is the especial ob- 
ject of tho scoundrel's attention, and 
that he is well acquainted with the place 
and manner of its bestowal. In view of 
the last slaughtering the impression is 
gained that Mr. Winter's heifer was sac- 
rificed in the belief that it belonged to 
Mrs. Pemberton, whose property is con- 
tiguous. 

The persistence of the butcher leads to 
the hope that he may act once too often, 
and that he may be apprehended and — 
if it does not develop that he is a.candi- 
date for the asylum rather than the 
prison — visited with the full penalty of 
the law. The latter ia imprisonment for 
any period up to fourteen years, the 
crime of wilfully destroying cattle being 
especially arid plainly dealt with in sec- 
tion 499 of the criminal code. 



WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 

Spain Will Withdraw Thirty Thousand 
Troops From Cuba. 

Washington, April 10, — According to 
information received from trustworthy 
sources here, the withdrawal of at least 
part of the great army that Spain haB 
maintained for some years in the island 
of Cuba will begin when the rainy 
season sets in, within a few dayB. The 
critical movement will ho the departure 
of ten thousand Spanish troops from 
Havana for Spain, and within a short 
time after that thirty thousand troops, 
its is understood, will follow. Whether 
this movement is to be construed for or 
againBt tho insurgents is not possible 
now to say. The Spanish insist posi- 
tively that it means only that little or 
nothing remains of the insurrection, 
that Gomez has only about fifty or a 
hundred followers, so that to watch 
these only a few thousand troops will be 
necessary.

Ottawa, April 10.— (Special)— Ottawa 
reformers held their annual meetinglast 
night and there was a big row over the 
distribution of patronage, several mem- 
bers kicking because they and their 
friends have not been treated properly. 

Expectation is running high over the 
new tariff. A leading Liberal stated to- 
day that, bo far as he could learn, on 
tea, augar, collee, tobacco, bee/ 
and Bpirils, where duties now 
exist, they would bo increased, 
and where the articles are free they will 
be made dutiable. This lias been found 
necessary in order to retain the present 
revenue, as in some of tfie goods there 
will be reductions. Raw augar will 
likely be increased from cent to 1% 
cents per pound, while on refined sugar^ 
the duty will run $2 or more per hun- 
dred pounds, as against $1, 12 at present. 
The coal duties will be adjusted, the ' 
duty on bitumenous being reduced prob- 
ably to -10 cents a ton, while 40 cents a 
ton will be put on anthracite. The oil 
duty will be 1 cent a gallon on refined. 
The duty on slack or steam coal may be 
reduce'd to please the manufacturers. 
Agricultural implement duties have 
given a good deal of trouble to the fi- 
nance minister, but it is morally certain 
they will bo retained. Two reports are 
in circulation— one that on larger imple- 
ments tho duty will be reduced from 20 
to 15 per cent, and on smaller imple- 
ments from 35 to 30. It is reported that 
the duty on al! classesof farm machinery 
will be 2o per cent all round. 

WHEELMEN 'S CON VENTION. 

Agitation in Favor of Carrying Wheels 
as Baggnge— Chatham the Next 
Place of Meeting, 

Toronto, April 16. — (Special) — At the 
annual C. W. A. convention held to-day 
one hundred bicycle clubs and 7,960 
voters were represented. Dr. Geo. H, 
Orr, Toronto, was elected president by 
acclamation, and Bayton Wells, of 
Waterloo, vice-president, beating Cart- 
wright, of Montreal. T. A. Beament, 
of Ottawa, was elected chairman 
of the racing board. After considerable 
opposition it was decided to hold the 
national meet in future on Labor Day 
and provincial meetB on July 1. The 
membership of the C.W.A. increased 
last year from 0,500 to 9,380, including a 
large increase from Manitoba and the 
Maritime provinces. 

The wheelmen were strongly urged to 
bring pressure to bear on the membere 
of parliament to favor the passage of a 
bill compelling railways to carry bicycles 
without extra charge. Chatham secures 
the meet for this year by the following 
vote: Chatham, 5,687; Brantford, 1,439; 
London, 100 voles. Winnipeg iB favored 
for the meet of '98. 



NEED GONDOLAS. 

Emerson Is Temporarily Turned Into a 
Little Venice. 

Winnipeg, April 1G. — (Special) — An 
Kmerson dispatch to-night says the Ked 
river is still rising, people have had lo 
leave their homes and great destruction 
to property iB being caused.

There is over three feet of water 
in the stores on Main street and all com- 
munication from the country is cut off.

Considerable anj. jty ia felt for the 
safety of tho ship Samaria, now out a 
month with coal from Tacoma for San 
Francisco. The Samaria is commanded 
by Captain McRae, and both the captain 
and his wife, who made tho voyage with 
him, are well known in Port 
Townsend. It will be remembered 
that Captain McRae was in com- 
mand of the barkentine Katie Flick- 
inger when she was reported lost, 
some months ago, and his "friends are 
now hoping that the fears for the Sa- 
maria will prove as groundless as in the 
Base of the Flickinger. The Samaria is 
an old wooden ship of 1,393 tons net 
register, built at Bath, Me., in 1870. 
She is 217.0 feet long, 39 1 feet beam, 
and 24.5 depth of hold. She was in the 
New York and San Francisco trade for 
many years before corning to the coast. 
IT IS A GREAT invention. 

The Northern Pacific steamship Ta- 
coma went diiect to sea from the Sound 
yesterday morning, being too full to ac- 
cept of more cargo offering from Vic- 
toria. First Officer Smith has lately 
secured a patent on a now device for 
registering tho speed of a vessel.

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Her Majesty's Progress to St. Paul's 
Cathedral 011 Jubilee 
Day. 



Twenty-Five Thousand Troops Will 
Line the Route She Passes 
Along. 



In regard to the procession of the 
Queen and the royal family on the occas- 
ion of the visit of Her Majesty to St. 
Paul's cathedral on June 22 next, dur- 
ing the jubilee celebration, the London 
Daily Chronicle states that the proces- 
sion arranged for will he unprecedented 
in splendor and numbers. It is to be a 
little over a mile long— that is, the pro- 
cession in which Her Majesty will take 
a place. The route is to be six 
miles long, and is to travel south as well 
as north of the Thames. It has been 
specially selected to give all classes an 
opportunity of joining in the festivities, 
the Queen having evinced a desire in 
this direction. 

The route has received the final sanc- 
tion of Her Majesty and of the special 
committee appointed to draw out the 
scheme, and will be adhered to. The 
distances have been measured and the 
pace of the Queen's cream-colored 
fiorses gauged, and it is found that the 
distance is six miles or a little over, and 
the time taken will bo a little — a very 
little — over three hours, counting stop- 
pages. Troops of all arms to the number 
of 25,000 or 30,000 are expected to par- 
ticipate in the ceremonial. The Queen's 
procession will be composed of contin- 
gents from every British colony and next 
to them will be a contingent of Indian 
cavalry, each man almost representinc 
a different crack regiment of India. Then 
there will be travelling escorts of the 
Blues and 1st and 2nd LifeGaards; a 
great military and naval stall" headed by 
Lord Wolseley, Sir Kedvers Buller, Lord 
Methuen, and the Duke of Oonnajight, 
who will have supreme command in 
London on that day ; and the princely 
escort for the Queen, which will consist 
of the royal princes of foreign houses, 
who will be headed by the Prince of 
Wales and the Duke of Coburg. The 
royal princesses of each household will 
be in state carriages immediately in ad- 
vance of the Queen. 

The military arrangements are that 
the whole seven regiments of the 
Brigade of Guards are to line the 
streets, with the assistance of nine- 
teen other regiments of infantry, drafted 
from Alderehot, Dover, and other near- 
stations. There will be a representation 
of every arm and nationality in the 
Queen's regular service. There are to 
be ten cavalry regiments employed in 
the streets and in the procession, in- 
cluding the Royal Horse Guards, the 1st 
and 2nd Life "Guards, and the Scots 
Greys; and the other cavalry regiments 
will be brought from Norwich, Colches- 
ter and Aldershot, some of them only 
sending squadrons to represent their 
separate branch of cavalry. Three bat- 
teries of the Royal Horse Artillery are to 
form part of the guard along the streets, 
and a good representation of Royal En- 
gineers and Army Service Corps are also 
to be present. 

The admiralty (our correspondent 
adds) has arranged that contingents 
of blue-jackets and Royal Marines will 
be in full force at intervals along the 
, route. A special place has been set 
apart for the auxiliary forces, and that 
iB in the Mall, St. .James' park. The 
number of these men is not known, but 
judging by experience an enormous 
number of regiments will apply to be 
present. At present the authorities 
restrict the number to 100 men each 
from yeomanry, militia, and volunteer 
battalions from every part of the country, 
and as the space in the Mali is large the 
display of our auxiliary forces will be 
unique and praiseworthy. In no case 
are the auxiliaries to appear in the 
streets as guards to line the roads, ex- 
cept, may be, the Honorable Artillery 
Company, who seem to have a right in 
the city. The Queen returns to Buck- 
ingham Palace at 2 o'clock, when the 
business of the day is over. London is 
'.o be illuminated afterwards. 



WERE NO POOLS. 

Ancient Greeks Evidently Had an Inkling 
of the EfTects ot the X Rays. 

P.utrs, April 15.— Discoveries of the 
properties of the X rays goon apace, and 
the scientific world is watching with the 
closest interest the experiments that are 
being made to determine the effect of 
the rays upon the human system. At a 
meeting the Academy of Sciences last 
night there was a discussion of the latest 
X rays phenomena, which was partici- 
pated in bv several authorities (in the 
subject. Professor Sorel, of the Havre 
lyceum, declared that he had found 
danger in the use of the rays, they hav- 
ing caused in many persons violent in- 
flammation of the hums. Professor 
Crookes and the inventor of the 
tubes bearing his name, which 
are ussd in developing the 
rays, was present, and took part 
in the discussion. He said that the ef- 
fect of the rays was varied and that some 
patients like the burning sensation pro- 
duced by them. Prof. Lannelonge de- 
clares that he believed the X-rays dis- 
coveries would cause a change to be made 
in the whole treatment of sunstroke. 
He added that the ancient Creeks were 
no fools when they covered their heads 
with brass helmets and their chests and 
backs with light metal cuirasses, which 
were impervious to X-rays. Perhaps an 
anti-sunstroke helmet, lie calculated, 
would be made in the future of Stron- 
tium glass.

Strange Story of a Youngster Who 
Visited Buckingham Palace 
Uninvited. 



He Was Finally Sent to Jail and 
After That Mysteriously 
Disappeared. 



In all Her Moat Gracious Maieaty's 
lona; reign Bhe haB never had such an ex- 
traordinary and, in all probability, such 
an unwelcome viaitor, as a person who, 
in the early years of her reign, waa bold 
enough to thruat hia presence upon her, 
unexpected and uninvited, on several 
occasions. 

This waa a boy of the name of Jones. 
Probably there are some yet living who 
can remember the national excitement 
caused by the exploits of "that boy 
Jonea," aa he waa called at the time. 

The first of tlieae exploits consisted in 
being discovered in the interior of Buck- 
ingham Palace one evening in Decem- 
ber, 1838. How in the world be had man- 
aged to evade the police, the sentries 
and the gentlemen guards of the estab- 
lishment was a myBtery. When found, 
lie had upon him a letter abstracted 
from the bedroom of the Hon. Augustus 
Murray, a gentleman attached to the 
household. He hail also in his posses- 
sion a private letter belonging to the 
Queen herself. 

His story before the magistrate at 
Queen's Square police court on Dei-. 14 
was pf a most extraordinary nature. He 
avowed that lie could obtain access to 
t he palace at any time, that be had fre- 
quently done so, and that he bad been 
present, concealed behind a piece of 
furniture, when the Queen had been 
holding a council with her ministers. 
Ilia statement, however, was not he- 
lived, and at his trial, being ably de- 
feuded by Mr. Prendergast, the jury 
returned a verdict of " not guilty," 68 
there had been no evident intention ot 
robbery. The whole affair was treated 
aa a piece of boyish adventure. 

JtiBt two years afterwards, on Wednes- 
day, Decern tier L', 18-10, a stranger was 
discovered concealed under a sofa in the 
Queen's private dressing-room, in the 
middle of the night. Her Majesty had 
been sitting on trie same sofa only two 
hours before! The discovery was acci- 
dentally made by Mrs. Lily, the Queen's 
nurse, shortly after Her Majesty had re- 
tired to rest in the adjoining bed-cham- 
ber. The greatest alarm was caused in 
the palace, and much anxiety waa felt 
as to the effect upon the Queen, who had 
beenconlined of her first child (the pres- 
ent Empress Frederick) only eleven days 
previously. 

On calling in the police the intruder 
turned out to be once more " the boy 
Jones." At his examination by the 
privy council he told again the most ex- 
traordinary story. Ho professed to 
have been concealed in the palace for 
several duvP, to have slept under beds 
and in cupboards, to have obtained food 
from the royal larder, and to have seen 
the Queen and the infant Princess. 

This time he was dealt with more 
sternly by the authorities, being sent to 
three months' hard labor as a "rogue 
and a vagabond." ft was thought, per- 
haps, that a course of prison discipline 
would teach him at least some of the 
elementary rules of etiquette. 

The terrors of the treadmill had not, 
however, much effect upon "the boy 
Junes." He was liberated from Tothill 
Fields prison on March 2, 1841, and 
thirteen days later, on March 15, he was 
discovered noing along the Grand Hall 
of Buckingham Palace shortly after one 
a.m. His detection was this time due 
to the fact that special guards had been 
placed in the corridor and staircase dur- 
ing his incarceration. 

Even on this occasion it was found 
that he had been in the palace for some 
hours, and in one of the royal apart- 
ments upstairs were discovered the re- 
mains of a feast of cold meat and pota- 
toes which he had conveyed from the 
cook's kitchen. 

On being questioned, he said that he 
had entered the palace " the same way 
as before," and avowed that he could do 
so at any time. He persisted that his 
only object was curiosity. What trans- 
pired at his examination before the 
privy council was never known as the 
proceedings were private and reporters 
were excluded. At the trial ho pleaded 
that his sole purpose had been " to hear 
the royal conversation and to write a 
book." He was again sentenced to three 
months in Tothill Fields. 

Wliat became of him at the expiration 
of his sentence was never publicly known. 
It was believed at the time that he had 
been taken to serve, voluntarily or un- 
voluntarily, on one of Her Majesty's 
ships. ' It is, perhaps, equally probable 
that be may have been consigned to an 
asylum. Anyhow, " the boy Jones " 
was from that time lost sight of, and his 
after-fate remains a mystery as great as 
that as to the means whereby he waa 
able to make himself a royal guest at his 
own pleasure. At the time of hia first 
trial he was described as lifteen years of 
age, and was said to be the son of a re- 
spectable tailor in Westminster. He 
was apprenticed to a builder, was in the 
habit of frequenting a Methodist chape], 
and his previous character, so far as was 
known, had been irreproachable.— 
Montreal Witness. 



PROUD LITTLE JAPS 

Arc Angry With tlie Government for Giving 
in to Russia. 

London, April 15. — The Manchester 
Guardian publishes a communication 
from its correspondent in Japan which 
says that the recent convention between 
Ktissia and Japan in regard to Corea 
have seriously injured the standing of 
the Japanese ministry, which is not 
likely to last much longer. The people 
are making an energetic attack upon the 
government for accepting the humili- 
ating treaties proposed by Russia and 
complain that Corea is borrowing Rus- 
sian oflicers to drill her local troops.

— A Washing- 
ton dispatch to the New York Herald 
says the next important move on the 
part of Spain in connection with the 
Cuban trouble, it ia said, will be the 
issuance of an amnesty proclamation 
similar to that which haB just resulted 
in the surrender of 25,000 insurgents in 
the Philippine islands.

Encouraged by the good results of the 
nmnesty proclamation as applied to the 
Philippine islands, the Madrid authori- 
ties, it is understood in diplomatic cir- 
cles, are planning a similar movement 
with regard to Cuba.

THE DEMAND FOR 

DISALLOWANCE. 

The reports received by mail of the 
speeches on Mr. Me Junes' motion lor 
the disallowance of the British Colum- 
bia Southern legislation show that the 
mover traveled over a good deal of 
ground, but after all failed to adduce 
even the pretence of a reason for federal 
interference. Among other things, Mr. 
Melnnes said that the people of British 
Columbia desired to have the act re- 
pealed. This Mr. Earle very promptly 
denied, and although Mr. Melnnes al- 
leged that he believed the denial wdb 
prompted by Mr. Earle'a interest in the 
road, he failed to adduce even a scintilla 
of evidence in support of hiB assertion. 
In fact the Hon. Mr. Davies put an ex- 
tinguisher on Mr. Melnnes' statement 
by saying: "There was not a whisper 
of disallowance until Mr. Melnnes made 
his motion. There has not been a peti- 
tion from a public body or a single indi- 
vidual in British Columbia asking the 
government to exercise its power of dis- 
allowance." Col. Prior made a brief re- 
ply to the motion, in ■which he stated 
that he himself was one of those to whom 
the B. O. Southern charter was granted, 
an.l added that the whole transaction 
was open and above board. He pointed 
out that there was room for four 
railway lines through the Crow's 
Nest I'ass and exposed the fallacy of the 
pretence that the company would have 
a monopoly of the coal business in Bri- 
tish Columbia. He insisted that the 
proper place to discuss such questions 
was in the provincial legislature, Mr. 
Bostock favored disallowance, though 
"with much timidity." lie told the 
house that the people of British Columbia 
were waiting anxiously to see what the 
government would do with the act, Mr. 
Morrison asked for disallowance " with 
great diffidence," hut declared himself 
unable "to ignore the overtures made 
against this particular piece of legisla- 
tion." Mr. Maxwell informed the house 
that the present legislature of British 
Columbia does not represent the people, 
who were thereloro obliged to come to 
Ottawa lor protection. 1 1 n also said 
that it was " the desire of the friends of 
the government of JJritisli Colum- 
bia that thii act should he disal- 
lowed." Mr. Davin, Dr. Sproule and Mr. 
Oliver, of the Territories, thought the 
bill should bo disallowed, and Mr. Davin 
took occasion to say that there was a 
scandal in connection with the bill, in 
which " a prominent mai> and a prom- 
inent legislator" were implicated. 

It is somewhat late to continent on 
this debate, hut a few remarks Beem 
called for. It would not be right, in- 
deed it would ho very wrong to allow 
Mr. Max well's plea to paHS unnoticed. 
That gentleman based his claim for dis- 
allowance upon two grounds— one that 
tho legislature does not represent 
tho people, and the other that the 
friendB of the government in this Prov- 
ince want tho act disallowed. We do 
not remember to have read anything 
more reprehensible in its way than this. 
For a member of parliament to seek to 
override tho acts of the local legislature, 
on tho ground that the hitter body iB not 
representative of the people who elected 
it, is violation of the fundamental princi- 
ples upon which the union of provinces 
rests. Mr. Maxwell holds wo commis- 
sion to apeak in parliament ns to tbe 
wishes of tho people of this 
Provinco in regard to legislation 
within the powers of the local house. 
Ah u matter of fact, Mr. Maxwell's own 
constituency, through its representa- 



tives in the provincial legislature, de- 
clared itself in favor of the measure 
which he now wants disallowed. But 
the second reason, namely, that the 
friends of the government in this Pro- 
vince wished the act disallowed, is worse 
than the other. Such a claim is prob- 
ably without precedent, and it is to bo 
hoped will be without imitation. It iB 
difficult to employ language too Btrong 
to characterize a request made upon such 
grounds. Here was an act which the 
legislature had po<ver to paBS, and yet 
Mr. Maxwell asked for its disallowance 
because the Iricnds of the government 
wanted it disallowed. To Btate this bald 
proposition is <i tii te sufficient of itself. 
Mr. Maxwell has attempted to prosti- 
tute the prerogative of the Crown as it 
never has been prostituted in the history 
of Canada. 

Mr. Morrison and Mr. Bostock would 
stand in a better light before tho people, 
they would have kept moro closely with- 
in the political faith of their party, they 
would have shown a fuller appreciation 
o! the rirrhts of their Province, 
if they had allowed their " tim- 
idity " and "diffidence" to have 
gained the better of their partizanship. 
It is bad enough to take a wrong posi- 
tion even if successful ; it is ten times 
worse to take a wrong position and then 
be sat upon as badly as they wore by tho 
Hon. Mr. Davies. It is hardly necessary 
to add that the pretence of these gentle- 
men and Mr. Melnnes that there is a de- 
mand in this l'rovince for the repeal of 
this charter has no foundation except 
this, that when the Minister of Railways 
visited Kootenay last fall ho was at onco 
surrounded by a lot of people, who call 
themselves Liberals, but whoso solo 
politics consists of opposition to the local 
government, and plied incessantly with 
tales as to the wrong-headedness of Hon. 
Mr. Turner and his colleagues in general 
and the iniquity of Col. Baker and the 
B. C. Southern in particular. It was 
their constant theme, and when tho 
Minister got to Victoria a little coterie 
took up the song here. Their small 
souls could discover no other way to ad- 
vance their own interests except by de- 
faming their political opponents. 

Mr. Davin said— but we don't know- 
that it makes any difference what Mr. 
Davin said. 



THE FEDERAL EXPENDITURE. 

The very few people who imagined 
that a Liberal government at Ottawa 
would inaugurate an era of reduced ex- 
penditure may as well make up their 
minds to be disappointed. There will 
be some small oconomies, which will be 
reached by cutting oil' a little here and 
there all along the line of expenditure, 
and a few substantial reductions, 
but the aggregate sum to bo voted will, 
probably, when the supplementary es- 
timates are in, show nodiminution, but a 
considerable increase upon the expendi- 
ture of previous years. To this we are 
not going to raise any objection. Can- 
ada is a growing country and it is impos- 
sible to avoid new and large expendi- 
tures. The country must progress, for 
to stand stili is to become stagnant. The 
only point worth directing attention to 
in this connection is that the party cry 
of extravagance which was hurled 
against the Conservatives, when they 
were in power, is completely answered 
by the policy which the Liberals find 
themselves compelled to adopt. We 
have already taken occasion to point out 
that when it comes to administering the 
affairs of this country, after a few radical 
questions have been Eet aBide, there is 
really no substantial difference and 
there can he no substantial 
difference between the two parties. 
A certain amount .of money must be 
spent every year; it must be spent in 
certain channels and it must he raised 
by indirect taxation. Within certain 
limits any party in powor must follow 
very-ulosely in the footprints of its pre- 
decessors. In the long years during 
which they sat on the leftof the Speaker 
the Liberals in parliament seem to hive 
persuaded themselves to a conclusion tbe 
very reverse o( this. Since they have 
got over on to the treasury benches they 
find it to be one thing to preach economy 
and another thing to practice it. They 
are realizing that their predecessors were 
not such dreadfully extravagant people 
alter all. We suppose as Canada in- 
creases in wealth, population and impor- 
tance broader conceptions of politics will 
prevail, and that hereafter we shall hear 
less about petty matters, which aro mag- 
nilied (or partizan purposes into some- 
thing very serious. There never was a 
government yet whoso manner of ex- 
pending the public money could not be 
varied so as to make tho change seem 
likean economy ; but, men and brethren, 
it conies to ubout the same thing in tho 
end. The money is spent juBt the Bame. 



When- Dame Nature constructed Capt. 
John Irving and Dr. Walkom she had 
different orders of architecture in mind, 
and hence it came about that when 
these gentlemen were summoned from 
tho restaurant to vote on tho railway 
bill the Captain was about four of his 
strides ahead of tho Doctor, who was 
about nine of his paces behind tho Cap- 
tain, Hence, likewise, the member for 
Casaiar had reached his seat while only 
that portion of the member for South 
Nanaimo corresponding to that whereon 
Fitzsimmona smote Corbett f 15,000 
worth protruded through the doorway. 
Now there are obvious objections to 
permitting a man constructed on certain 
lines, of which Mr. Speaker is a bright 



and strong example, to take advantage 
of his lateral development. He might 
thereby be able to bo in two places at 
once, which we have the authority of 
Sir Boyle Roche for saying "no man can 
be unless he is a bird." Nevertheless we 
protest that when a man is physically in 
evidence in the legislative chambsr and 
the portion of his anatomy concealed by 
the door frame is being advanced by its 
locomotive attachments at their normal 
speed, he ought, not to bo debarred from 
voting on a question then being put. 
To hold the contrary is to make the fate 
of nations depend upon the length of a 
man's legs, and to place a member who 
happens to be short and stout at a legal 
disadvantage when compared with one 
who is tall, which is contrary to the com- 
mon law maxim that "Actus Dei neYuini 
facit injuriam." In all seriousness, if 
there is a rule of the house which debars 
a man from voting on a measure, upon 
which he has spoken and declared his 
intention to vote, merely because he is 
two seconds late in getting to his place, 
the sooner the rule is altered the better. 
The imagination of a Shakespeare is not 
necessary to BUggest why a member 
might be delayed a moment in respond- 
ing to the division bell. 

William thk Restless has decided to 
establish (Jerman colonies in Southern 
Brazil— if he can, and a good deal of 
emphasis may be laid on the "if." 
There is a German colony down there 
now, and shortly after the ex-Emperor 
Dom I'edro was sent about his business 
the colonists displayed a great deal of 
restlessness under the military dictator- 
ship which was Bet up under the name 
of a republic. Even yet conditions are 
far from being settled there, for every 
now and then accounts come north of 
disturbances in Rio Grande del Sul, aB 
the province is called in which the Ger- 
mans are located. It is not yet very 
clear just what part the colonists have 
taken in fomenting these disturbances, 
but when we read that the Kaiser con- 
templates the extensive colonization of 
Southern Brazil with the view to create 
an empire abroad after the fashion of 
Britain, it seems very clear that some 
one contemplates the partition of that 
great South American country. Brazil, 
it may be added, has an area of about 
three and a quarter million square 
miles. 

We find in the Toronto Globe a reier- 
euco to an opinion attributed to tbe Col- 
onist by the Times of this city. The 
statement of opinion is that the Colonmst 
favors the construction of tho Crow's 
Nest Pass railway by the government, 
and the retention of the coal lands by 
the B. C. Southern railway company 
We mny inform the Globe thatour even 
ing city contemporary is subject to fre 
quent lapses from the path of strict 
veracity. There are two objections to 
its statement of the Colonist's views. 
One is that the Colonist did not and 
does not favor the construction of the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway by the govern- 
ment ; and the other is that the Colon- 
ist does not favor the retention of the 
B. C. Southern land grant by that com- 
pany if it does not build the railway. 
We would have imagined that the Globe 
would itself have seen the absurdity of 
the suggestion that the railway company 
should be allowed to retain what it hap 
hot received, and what it cannol get 
without building a railway, and yet not 
be compelled to build the railway.

It Means Health ami Wealth If Con- 
ducted With Intelligence 
and Care. 



Husbandmen Should 8tick to Their 
Land and Leave the Mines 
Alone. 



It is grievous to notice so many farm 
era around, leaving their golden land to 
go in search of gold in the mining parts, 
which, of course, we are all aware is very 
haphazard employment. They have 
gold in their own land, and a eure tiling 
I should like to see the farmers stay at 
home, for if we only strive half as hard 
for the gold that can be obtaine'd [rom 
our land as we should be bound to work 
t J get gold from the rock in the mines, 
we shall make a small fortune in time. 
Dairy products are at a low ebb, it is 
true; but, in spite of the fact that there 
is not a large margin between the cost of 
production and selling price, I do not 
know of anything upon the farm 
which brings more certain profits 
even though a small one, while at the 
same time utilising material which could 
not be turned into the same amount of 
money by any other means than the 
cow. 

It is true, also, that while many 
cows return to their owners a profit, not 
every cow does so, and in order not to 
make the mistake of feeding and caring 
for a herd for nothing, and perhaps even 
running into debt besides, it is well to be 
sure of the producing ability of ourcows. 
We must always remember that a cow 
is a machine for converting food into 
milk and butter, the matter of econotnv 
of food must never enter into the problem 
of dairying except in this : there can be 
great waste in feeding if the ration is not 
well balanced. A cow cannot UBe more 
than she can digest, and when the point 
is reached, to crowd more into her Bye- 
tem is a waste of material that can only 
do the cow harm. The cow can just 
Btipport herself and the balance goes to 
flesh or milk. If we turn our milking 
cows out on the rocks in the hot 
summer, where they cannot^ even 
find sufficient food to support them- 
selves, how can we expect dairying to 
pay ? Five dollars' worth of bran is 
worth considerably more than $25 worth 
of dog to bring the cows home to be 
milked. Kindness pays every time. 
Bran is one of the very best fooda for 
the milch cow, and should form a good- 
ly proportion of the ration at all times; 
a ration of wheat bran, two parts, and 
oil cake, one part, is a good standard 
for general feeding while the cows are in 
milk, and clover can't be beaten, either 
green or as hay. Haphazard methods 
are unsafe at any time. We do not need 
to keep more but fewer and better cowa, 
to feed them well and at the same time 
increase the quantity and better the 
quality of the product. Learn to feed 
so as to obtain the most at the least 
cost, and use more skill in handling and 
marketing, so as to obtain the highest 
market price. The motto must be: 
" Increasing quantity and quality, while 
lowering cost of production." Due at- 
tention to this will furnish business 
enough for the brain of any ordinary 
man, and leave him little time to worry 
over mining. Not luck, but pluck de- 
cides the question. 

-My cows average in the year, over 300 
pounds of butter each. AJ present I 
have only two cows ; I prefer to breed 
from the stock I have than to buy in- 
ferior cows, although I must say that I 
have fo und that the breed of cattle and 
the make of churn don't count for as 
much aa the care and attention of the 
caws. 

There are six good dairy command- 
ments: 

1. Do not keep any scrub stock to eat 
up the provender. 

2. Milk thoroughly to the last drop; 
the last is the best. 

3. Milk at the same time each day. 

4. Do not strike a young cow that ia 
restive. 

5. Lose not your temper; lest you lose 
your milk also. 

G. Do not put water in your milk cana 
and retail to your customers; or your 
patrons will talk, and the Lord will not 
hold you guiltless.. 

There is much complaint theee days 
that dairying does not pay, when, if in- 
telligently managed, there is no branch 
of agriculture from which may ho de- 
rived more of both pleasure and profit. 
The fact ia the time iB gone when slip- 
shod methods will pay in any business. 
To be successful requires thought, en- 
ergy and perseverance. Instead of 
grumblingl about the low price of butter, 
we must take hold and go to work with 
both hands and brains and determin- 
ation to succceed. 

Here are three dairy proverbs : 

1. Hair on the milk stool isn bad sign. 

2. Keeping cows to make axle-grease 
butter is next door to the poor-house. 

3. If you want blue milk, shelter your 
cows on the north side of a wire fence, 



summer, and yon will soon get a little of 
it. 

Not all men can be successful dairy- 
men.. Same men nev*r can learn to run 
a wheelbarrow well. The thing that a 
man detests never can be made; a pleaB- 
ant task. If you see a dairyman spend- 
ing moat of his time talking over mining, 
he ia the man that " cusses " the busi- 
ness and says " it does not pay." When 
we Lear of some person making a fortune 
in some other calling we must not quit 
the farm, hut remember we always hear 
of the one fortunate while the Bcores that 
are unfortunate we seldom hear of. I 
heard a farmer'B wife state not long ago 
that her idea was, " that a farmer waB 
apt to get narrow-minded." I think she 
was very wrong in speaking bo, for farm- 
ing is a business and why can't we be 
business farmers? I am sure that if 
only a amall farm is carried on aa it 
should be, there is ample to fully em- 
ploy both hands and mind. 

Farm bookkeeping, while a disagree- 
able Bubject to many, openB up a way to 
prosperity to others. Imagine a mer- 
chant who keeps no record of his cash 
account, or of his sales or purchases, or 
who does not know at what profit he is 
Belling his goods, or whether he is any 
richer at the close of the year than he 
was at the beginning. The idea is un- 
reasonable to entertain. And yet is not 
farming a business? The farmer is not 
only a merchant, but is a manufacturer 
aB well. We grow crops, and our skill 
in obtaining large yields bIiowb our 
ability in turning to account the mater- 
ials in our hands in the production of 
more articles of the same kind. The 
goods we have to sell we must sell to the 
best advantage, and to have a knowl- 
edge of business methods will be of value 
to ub. We will not aim to produce for 
market a great variety of produce, but 
study and experiment with what pays 
the best, and then we will keep along in 
this line, and endeavor to place on the 
market a good article, and thereby work 
up a reputation for ourselves. We will 
lay our plans, and then when we have 
come to an intelligent conclusion, work 
steadily to end in view. 

Are we farmers going on in the same 
path day after day, and making no at- 
tempt to keep pace with the times ' 
There are a good many clouds between 
us and the sun, but if we will investigate 
and get interested in the great law of 
economics that is dominating every 
manufacturing and commercial interest 
to-day, we shall find that there are 
many things which will come in to vary 
the old, everlasting treadmill' of exist- 
ence and bring in, not only interest, but 
profit as well, 

I am of an opinion that no other class 
of people enjoy more of tbe comforts of 
life, and none have greater reason to be 
content with their lot than farmers 
And in a sense it must be true. No 
other man lives in such close coramun 
ion with nature, and surely none receive 
her gifts at first bands as the tillers of 
the soil. While privation and want 
and even starvation, sometimes comes to 
dwellers :n large towns, no such calam 
ity overtakea the farmer in this land of 
ours. We hold the key which unlocks 
nature's storehouse. Manifold, indeed, 
are the reasons for thanklufneBS and 
contentment. But there are certain 
things with which the farmer has no 
business to be content. Far too long 
have we been content to bear burdens 
that belong to another. We have been 
content to allow the dealer to set the 
price on the goods he Bold, as well as on 
the produce the fanner had to sell 
I say that we have been content with 
this state of things because we had to 
be, as wo supposed. Better things we 
known there were, but we have not made 
the effort to obtain them. Contentment 
indeed! Better far that a bomb were 
thrown into the midst of our camp and 
we were aroused to the necessity of tak 
ing a more active part in life's battle. 
We go to town and meekly inquire how 
much the market man h willing to give 
us, and we have been content with the 
price named. This is contentment, but 
of the wrong sort. We can boast of a 
line market building in Victoria, but as 
farmers we must complain of there be- 
ing no business transuded therein. 
There ia not a single town in tho whole 
of wild South Africa — as some people 
imagine it — however small the town 
may be, that has not its regular 
daily market. Anything which the 
farmer or anybody else has to dispose of 
is placed on the mar ket any time from 
a.m. to 9 a.m. will be disposed of by 
the market master to the highest bidder. 
Xow if we want to obtain cash for any 
of our produce in this town what are we 
to do and where to go? I have been in- 
formed that Chinatown is the best place 
to dispose of chickens. One day last 
Bummer, while trying hard to disposo of 
some chickens ill Chinatown, I was held 
up by some tall, grey-bearded gentle- 
man, who politely introduced me to our 
grand market building and the market 
by-law, at the namf time kindly inform- 
ing rue that, if I had a desire to peddle I 
must pay ifo for a peddler's license. Life 
is a battle, it is true, the whole world 
through, and an extra hard one when it 
comes to peddling chickens m China- 
town. My opinion of the Chinaman 
is that be is far harder to 
deal with than a white man. 
If we can't have a daily market, what's

the objection to allowing ub a weekly 
one? I find no fault with the country; 
tho only thing wo want iB a better 
market. Occasionally one may notice a 
family come out from a town to start 
dairy farming, not knowing the llrBt 
thing about what they are Btarting into, 
and with a firm idea that any person can 
make a success at farming, and that one 
needs no ability or former experience. 
When dairy farming eventually turns 
out to be a total failure, they then say 
" it do.i't pay," and are fit to run the 
country down. I have heard such peo- 
ple also state that they can make more 
in the town in a month than we farmers 
can in a year in tho country. Now I 
don't believe it ; but taking it for grant- 
ed, can't they easily, and don't they fre- 
quently, spend more in town in a week 
than we do in a month? One may 
travel for many a thousand miles, 
as I have done, but taking one 
thing with another, he will 
find it hard to beat British Columbia. 
So we farmers that have eeeaped that 
n ost fatal gold mining fever must stay 
right at home and endeavor to increase 
quantity and quality of our product and 
procure a little better market for it. For 
there is money in it yet. Dairy mining 
is a sure thing, and if intelligently man- 
aged is away ahead of half the goLd min- 
ing in the country.

A BICYCLE THIEF. 



A certain news agency had telegraphed 
abroad tho report that I am in Switzer- 
land, not for the benefit of my health, 
but for the purpose of .stealing bicycles, 
and they added that I was an export 
thief, and, for a timo at least, I had 
succeeded in baffling tho most praise- 
worthy attempts of tho police of two 
towns to capture me. 

While this statement is naturally flat- 
tering to me it is nevertheless a libel, 
and, in fact, if I cared to use strong 
language I might go so far as to tako 
tho last syllable away from tho word 
"libel." 

The . whole trouble arose through 
Switzerland not having a proper lan- 
guage of its own, that hilly country pre- 
ferring to express what few thoughts it 
has in a mixture of French, German and 
Italian, depending on what particular 
canton you happen to bo in. They say 
that the Swiss are natural linguists. 
Unfortunately they are. Any combina- 
tion of sounds you may mako means 
something to any Swiss lo whom you 
happen to bo talking, for ho knows so 
many languages that yon are sure to hit 
one of them, and so you convey ideas to 
him that you had no thought of express- 
ing. 

October weather is lovely in Switzer- 
land. .Most of tho visitors have then 
gone, prices como down one-half, and 
the air is sweet and cool, with usually 
a cloudless sky. 

Under these circumstances I thought 
it would bo a nico thing, as tho roads 
wore good and tho scenery picturesque, 
to tako a bicycle tour right around Lake 
Tlmn, beginning at the town which 
gives tho lako its name, going around 
Ihe north side of tho lake to Intorlakon 
and returning by the south shore. 

The hotel keeper told mo that if I 
went up tho street, turned to tho right, 
went under an arcade until I came to a 
tunnel, penetrated that and emerged on 
another street, turned to the left nud 
kept on I would come to tho shop of u 
man who would let mo have a bicycle 
on hire by tho day or the hour. I fol- 
lowed tho directions as closely as possi- 
ble and thought I recognized the shop 
because a bicyclo was leaning against 
Ihe wall. Tho owner was leaning 
against Ihe doorway, looking tit the bi- 
cycle outside. Tho following conversa- 
tion in many ' languages took place be- 
tween us : 

"Habeu sie un bicycletto a loner - ?" I 
opened on him with the above impartial 
mixture of German and French. It 
seems he understood mo to ask if that 
was his bicycle, whereupon ho replied 
in four languages : 

"Yaw, yaw, oui, yes, so." 

Then, throwing in a bit of Italian, I 
led off with : 

"Quanta costa la machine a la hoor, 
oder per tag?" 

Now, I submit that to any educated 
person, or even to a university man, 
this sentence said as plainly as print, 
"How much do you want for this ma- 
chine by the hour or the day?" I tried 
afterward to gei the magistrate to seo 
this, but lie, not knowing Italian, shied 
at the very beginning of tho phrase. 
The owner of the bicycle on 0:1th de- 
clares that ho thought I askod how 
much the bicycle had cost him. Ho says 
that he answered ho paid ")(I0 francs for 
that brute of a machine, made in 
France, whilo I understood him to agroo 
lo let mo have it for 5 francs a day, 
which was cheap. I was in a hurry to 
he off and was afraid he might repent 
his offer, so I said it was all right, and 
I would take it, whereupon, without 
further parley, I wheeled tho bicyclo 
into tho middle of tho mad, sprang mi 
its back and was off, leaving the aston- 
ished man standing by his door, too 
thunderstruck, i; seems, to make, any 
outcry until I had passed beyond iiis 
sight at tho first turning of the road. 

I pedaled serenely on, little realizing 
what a cGiniuotioii I had left behind 
me, and Ihe one funny thing about thjs 
must regrettablo episode is that I spent 
•111 exceedingly quiet, peaceful and en- 
joyable day, not knowing I was pursued, 
making no attempt to elude anybody 
and yet eluding them in what appeared 
afterward to bo by subtle and crafty 
dodges. The magistrate could not be 
persuaded that my sitting on the ve- 
randa of a restaurant in the main street 
of Interlaken, with the bicyclo in plain 
view of everybody, was not the brazen 
net of a hardened criminal, who know 
tho police would be searching for him 
in the back streets. 

When the man standing against tho 
doorway had recovered partly from his 
amazement at my sudden flight on his 
machine, he rushed to the police station 
and told tho authorities there a plausi- 
ble foreigner had engaged him in polite 
: lllendortian conversation, and, while 
his mind was distracted in trying to fol 
low his remarks, had seized tho oppor- 
tunity and also the machine and was at 
thai momout making his way to tho 
north toad toward Interlaken. 

Now, capture under theso circum- 
stances seemed to bo deliciously easy. 
There were no branching off roads. The 
mountains were on one side and the lako 
on the other, on neither side of which 
was bicycling practicable. Therefore all 
tin' two policemen had to do, when they 
mounted their machines, was to ride 
faster than I did, and so ovortako me. 
As I had no idea that a race was on, I 



plunged along in a leisurely manner 
and would undoubtedly have been taken 
near Interlaken if it had not been for 
tho fact that some years ago a company 
built a funicular railway from tho mar- 
gin of tho lako a mile or so up to St. 
Boatenburg. I had lived in St. Beaton- 
burg once, and' I remembered that tho 
road from there to Intorlakon was a 
good one, so I thought that perhaps it 
would not bo a bad plan to go up on tho 
sailway and coast down to Intorlakon. 
1 knew a man who had done it once. I 
can woll beliovo now that no ouo ever 
trios it the second time. Tho car goes 
up to St. Beatonburg three or four times 
a day only, but when a couplo of miles 
away from tho landing I saw a steamer 
coming in, and I know if I reached tho 
landing about the timo sho did I would 
got a car. 

I am not a racer, but I thereupon put 
in my best licks to mako connection 
with tho mountain railway. The road 
at this point is as lavel as the lako itsolf 
and only a few foot above it. JMy 
thoughts turned to the railway because 
I knew that beyond tho lower end of it 
tho carriage road rose high above tho 
lako, passed through several tunnels and 
then wont down to the Intorlakon plain. 
By taking tho up car I would avoid all 
this and have it down hill all the way. 
Tho policemen, it soems, caught sight 
of mo as I was making my spurt, and 
they at once put on extra steam, but 
thero is a deep bay just before one 
roaches tho funicular, and thoy lost 
sight of mo as I turned tho point. I had 
reached tho top of tho railway funicu- 
lar, and I bicycled tho milo or more 
along tho street, high up above tho lake, 
on one side of which is scattered the 
village of St. Beatonburg, with its won- 
derful view of the snow mountains — the 
Jungfrau, tho Eiger, the Monch and a 
host of others. 

I found tho ride down tho zigzag road 
not such fun as I had expected, I saw 
tho brake was not going to last if I 
kept on, so I had to walk most of tho 
way down. Coming to a more level 
ground, I cycled gently into Interlaken, 
making for tho place where they sell 
Munich beer, oud thero, over a mug 
and a sandwich on the main street, I 
made my frugal lunch, with the bicyclo 
standing against a pillar of t ho veranda. 

After a smoke I proceeded out of In 
terlaken and took tho south road that 
borders tho hike. This road is not so 
good for cycling as the other, being 
much moro hilly, whilo tho roadbed is 
more stony. I therefore walked a good 
deal, taking it very leisurely, and in 
courso of timo I was overtaken by a po- 
liceman, who also was walking his ma- 
chine. Ho askod me if I had met a man 
on a bicyclo coming from Thun, and I 
told him quite truly that I hud not. 

Ho seemed discouraged and told me 
all about tho bicyclo theft and the arrest 
of tho wrong man. Ho feared tho thiof 
had hidden in the forest until ho and 
his comrade went past and then perhaps 
took the steamer across tho lake, or tho 
villain might merely have pretended to 
tako tho north road, whilo in reality ho 
went by tho south. Thus the policeman 
hoped to meet him yot. I promised to 
keep a lookout, and tho officer wont on. 

When I reached Thun and camo to 
tho place where I got tho bicycle, I 
found tho man was in Interlaken, and 
his wife, who know all about tho rob- 
bery, was amazed to seo tho thief re- 
turn tho machine and placo 5 francs and 
his thanks on the counter. 

I rogret to say that tho apparent hon- 
esty of this action did not commend it- 
solf to tho authorities. They looked on 
it as tho rnso of a crafty scoundrel, who 
realized that, so vigilant wore tho po- 
lice, it was impossible for him to es- 
cape, and so endeavored to throw dust 
in tho eyes of tho wisomeuof tho place. 
I thereforo had to pay tho expenses of 
tho chase and apologizo to everybody 
concerned. 

Thus tho bicycle, at 5 francs a day, 
was not, so cheap as I 'had at first sup- 
posed.

Not since the Columbia & Western 
commenced operations has there been 
Bueh activity over its lines, and the offi- 
cials are kept on the jump, looking after 
the constantly increasing shipments. 
Immense quantities of ore are being 
brought over the road to the Trail smelt- 
er and the present business, large as it 
is, is nothing to that for which prepara 
tions are being made. Formerly a train 
load of ore on this road consisted of 
eight cars, each car carrying from 12 to 
13 tons, but the trains are now often 
made np of ten cars, making a train load 
consist of from 120 to 1-30 tons. The ore 
business is, of course, only a part of thl 
traffic of the road. All the matte of the 
Trail smelter is now carried over this 
road to be delivered to the Red Moun 
tain line, and these shipments are now 
very heavy, aggregating over 110 tons 
hist week. 

Most of the La Hoi's output now comes 
to the Trail smelter, and the War Eagle 
resumed shipments this week. The 
Iron Mask has been shipping here all 
the time and is now in shape to increase 
its shipments. The Kootenay has not 
yet resinned shipments since the trans- 
fer of that property to Mr. Heinze, be 
cause it is impossible to get sleds up t< 
the ore dump owing to the deep snow. 
As soon as the roads are passable 
larger force will be put on the Kootenay 
and Columbia and shipments will here 
sumed. 

All this ore will of coarse come to the 
Trail smelter. The Columbia and 
Western will then lie busier than ever 
The new Le Roi hoist is to be ready for 
use by the 16th, and soon after that the 
output of the mine will be greatlv in- 
creased. This will make more work for 
the Columbia and Western.— Trail Creek 
Xewe.

Josh Messeryer, a deputy sheriff of 
Grayson County, Texas, has a brand 
uevT device for bringing in prisoners 
whom he has arrested. Ho is probably 
the first peace officer in the United 
States to adopt it. The device is noth- 
ing more nor less. than that of bringing 
them on the rear step of hie bicycle. 

"I should think you'd bo afraid to 
risk yourself in your prhoner's power 
to that extent," suggested one of an in- 
terested circle of auditors the other 
night in the rear of Gibb's drug store, as 
Mr. Messerger had been explaining bow 
it is done. 

"Well, that was what that follow 
thought the other night when I brought 
him in from Southniayd," was the re- 
ply, " but I didn't have a bit of difficulty 
in explaining to him how matters stood. 
As a matter of fact, it is every bit as safe 
to bring a prisoner in standing on the 
rear step of your wheel as any other way, 
and possibly Bafer. If the fellow i8 on 
one horse and you on another, he may 
make some motion and get the ltd van - 
vantage of you Defore you can help your- 
self; but if he's standing on the step of 
vour bicycle he's got to hold on to your 
shoulders.

THE CITIZEN SOLDIERS 

Mobilize Fort Macaulay and Win Hearty 
Praise From the Inspecting 
Officers. 

To mobilize Fort Macaulay in pre- 
cisely the same manner as would he 
done in case of actual war was the task 
which the volunteers of the First bat- 
talion undertook for their Good Friday 
holiday, and Colonel Kawstorno says 
that the work waa exceedingly well 
done. The time of the last named 
otlicer on this station will soon expire, 
and it was his wish before takiug his de- 
parture to see the new works manned in 
the manner contemplated by the Do- 
minion government when it agreed with 
the Imperial authorities that in the 
event of the latter constructing the forts 
and arming them the Canadian volun- 
teers would undertake to garrison them. 
Colonel Kawstorno and his oflicers have 
always taken a deep interest in the local 
artillery companies, and their Bpending 
all yesterday in imparting instructions 
to the volunteers is only another in- 
stance of the many similar which have 
been recorded during their stay on this 
station. 

The parade numbered about 100 all 
told, and marched through town to tho 
music of the magnificent regimental 
band. On arriving at the Point an 
hour's "grind" was had in (he way of 
infantry drill for Nos. 2 and 3, while No. 
1 company took charge of the battery of 
field guns and had a variety of field evo- 
lutions, and by dint of much perspiring 
learned an inkling of what it is to man- 
handle a 13-pounder field gun on a warm 
day ; but the work called for praise from 
the senior otlicer and the men were sat- 
isfied. These exercises took up the time 
until 10 o'clock, when lunch was served 
to the men. 

After the recess the men were marched 
into the fort, and the complete manning 
details were mustered and sent to quart- 
ers, and under the supervision of the 
instructors from the R. M. A. went 
through the work of loading the guns und 
laying on moving targets— the dials and 
range finder being operated by a trained 
staff. The Maxim guns mounted ou the 
narapet of the keep were then brought 
into action, and firing at floating targets 
occupied the time of several detach- 
ments. 

The entire muster was then formed 
up outside the fort and the attack was 
practiced the balance of tho afternoon, 
the men returning to the drill hall at 
(! o'clock. Before marching off the 
ground Lt. Col. Rawstorne, M.M. A., and 
Lt. Col. Peters, D.O.C., addressed the 
men and praised their enthusiasm in 
sacrificing their holiday for the purpose 
of making themselves more proficient in 
their duties as citizen soldiers, the latter 
otlicer particularly complimenting the 
Held gun battery upon their work.
